ONLY TRANSIT PERMITS 
BY SWITZERLAND 


.Berne, Dec. 7. 


The President of the Swiss Con- 
federation, Dr, Baumann, fin his capa- 
city us Federal Councillor for Justice 
and the Police, made nu declaration 
to-day before the Natlonal Council 
concerning conditions for the admis- 
sion of foreign Jews Into Switzerland. 


The President emphasised the 
standpoint already taken by the 
Council, that, owing alike to uncm- 
ployment and the excessive number 
uf foreign. refugees in the country, 
Switzerland henceforth could, only be 
the land of transit for Jewish and 
other foreign refugees. 


President Baumann estimated thot 
the number of destitute Jewlsh reo 
fugees who had come to Switzerland 
in July ond August last wos about 
2,300, and he added that some 200 
more had entered the country since. 


These destitute refugees were look- 
ed alice by the Swiss Jewlsh organl- 
sation. 


As for necessitous foreign Jewlsh 
children, Switzerland could on prin- 
ciple, only admit them temporarily, 
and the maximum number must not 
exceed 300, 


The number of political refugees 
in Switzerland was between 10,000 
and 12,000, and their transportation 
to other countries was, under existing 
circumstances, very slow.

also ure being rushed to completion. 
The first of them, the Ark Royal loid 
down under the 1935 programme, is 
already Onished and wll be put Into 
commission in the near future, 

The Iustrious, Victorious and 
Formidable are scheduled for service 
next year and the Indomitable and 
Implacable will! be .completed in 
1940_and 1941 respectively. 

This means that throe years 
hence the Britfsh Fieet will have 
a total of twelve alrcraft ecarricrs 
and two seaplano carriers.

MacDonald in the House of Com- 
mons this evening, repiying to the 
acbate motion by Mr. ivoel Baker 
that no-re-austrioution of colomal or 
manaated termtory be mage w.thout 
{he consent of tho inhabitants, and 
as part of a gencial peuce seauement, 
international: agreements should be 
arawn up extenaing the apphaation 
of the mandates.to ail colonics which 
do not rective self-government, pro- 
viding equal cconom.c opporwumity 
for nationals of oll the signatory 
Powers, and estabilshing, os a prie= 
mary purpose, a colomiai policy tor 
tho welfare and progress of the 
native Inhabitants, . 


Mr. MacDonald, in reply, em- 
phasised the uncertalnty created In 
the colonics nnd mandated territories 
by the demands now being made 
regarding them, and that uncertainty 
must be removed. 


“For that purpose % have only to 
state a simple inct, I do not believe 
there fs to-aay, any secton in this 
country which is asposed to hand 
over to any other county the care 
of any territories or peoples’ tor 
whose government we are -respon- 
sibte, cither ag a colon.al or manda- 
tory Power. (Cheera). 


“That view has been expressed 
in every part of the House, and Is 
.Shared by tho Government.” 


NOT EVEN CONSIDER . 
COLONIES QUESTION - 


“We are not discussing this matter; 
we are not considering it. It Is not 
now an Issue in pracucul politics. 


“If we were ever to come to a dis- 
cussion on this question, certain 
things would have to be borne in 
mind. ‘ 


“Firstly, that Britain is not the 
only country which assumed adal- 
ft.onal territorial responsibilitics after 
the war, Other cauntrics nre also 
involved, and the question will have 
to be examined by all those countries 
together,” 


Mr, MacDonald emphasised that 
we had responsibilitics with regard 
to ‘the people living In mandated 
territories, We could not regard 
them as mere goods and chaltels, 10 
be disposed of to others, We must 
pay attention to their wishes, and 
the wishes of the different sections of 
the population in those territories, 

He po.nted out that as far as the 
British mandated areas were con- 
cerned, there Were not only large in- 
digenous native populations, but in 
some places there were also Euro- 
pean settlers who had put ‘their 
wealth in .the place, and who had 
played n great port in the develop- 
mint of the territories. 

“In some places there were im- 
portant Indian communitles,” and, 
sald Mr, MacDonald, “we must re- 
cognise the right of those pcople to 
expresy their opinion on a question 
all-important to them: We must at- 
tach full welght and force to those. 
opinions.” 


TREATY niGuTs 


It would be impossible cven to 
consider any alteration in the status 
of those territories without giving 
full regard to the spontancous views 
of the inhabitants. Morcover, those 
people had certain trenty. rights and 
interests which must be fully rmfe- 
Guarded and secured. . 

Mr, MacDonald also emphasised 
that {t would be Impossible for a 
Government to do anything with 
regard to this matter without the 
House of Commons having the ful- 
Iest opportunity for — discussion. 
Indecd, nothing cffective’ could be 
done without the positive approval 
of Parliament, and as far as the 
House of Commons was concerned, a 
unanimous expression of view had 
been made from every section of the 
House in this debate. (Cheers.) 

He hoped the House was not going 
to assent to any such sweeping pro- 
position as Mr, Noel Baker's motion. 
—Reuter,

Macao Ban Causing 
Hardships 


Firewood, which over 95 per cent. 
of Hongkong’s population use as 
thelr principal fuel, has jumped up 
considerably in price duc to pri- 
marily to the war and secondarily 
to a recent ban on Its export by the 
Portuguese nuthoritics In| Macao. 


Some time 
oMcials; 


ayo the = Portustuese 
with a view to protecting 
residents from profitecring, by the 
Arewood merchants because of the 
serjous influx of refugees into Macao, 
fixed the price of imported firewood 
at $1.25 (Canton silver money) per 
100 cntties, or one picul. The 
Macao authorities have also pro- 
hibited flrewoud leaving Macao for 
Hongkong and the passage of junks 
carrying firewood to Mongkong. 


The reason for this latter decision 
is the higher demand and better 
prices paid $n Hongkong for this 
commodity. In Hongkong, flrewood 
is now being sold at-$2.50 a plicul. 
This price 
ence with the price In Macao, where 
one can purchase 100 .catties for 
about 60 cents Hongkong currency. 


<The abnormal rise in prices in 
Hongkong is cousing hardship to the 
poorer class of Chinese, 


Furthermore, it is feared that with 
Kongmoon cut off from Hongkong 
firewood, which usually comes from 
Yungkee, Shekki and other Interior 
districts to the Colony vin Kong- 
moon, will be stopped. * 


Depends on Singapore 


With the supply from Kwangtuny 
stopped Hongkong now depends al- 
most solely on Singapore and San- 
dakan for firewood, Unfortunately 
the imports from these two cities are 
said to be insuMcient to mect local 
demands, which a dealer placed yes~ 
terday ot ubout 300,000 plculs a 
month. It is said that firewood can 
be obtained in Singapore at over 100 
catlics per dollar (Hongkong money) 
and the only difficulty seems to be 
transportation. 

At present there are seven ships 
running between Hongkong, Singa- 
pore and Sandakan. Each of these 
ships makes about one trip between 
the ports cach month and on each 
trip a ship carries about 40,000 piculs 
of flrewood. A Chinese dealer said 
yesterday’ thut due to’ the limited 
cargo space imports from Singapore 
und Sandakan are not sufficient for 
Jocal consumption,

THE REFORM MOVEMENT 

It should also be remembered that 
the movement for the two reforms 
has been in existence for some years 
in Britain, whereas we know of no 
shmilar agitation or demand, It is, 
therefore, quite on the cards that 
even Britain's closest nelghbours will 
require some time to adjust them- 
selves to the very notlon of a modi-

deadly disease usually transmitted through animal hair. 


A case of anthrax was diag- 
nosed in a man admitted to 


Guy’s Hospital sometime ago. 

It was found that'the man was a 
household brush-maker with a 
Southwark firm. 


He had been working on a consign- 
ment of Manchurian: horse-hair 
bourht three weeks before from a 
Bermondsey firm. . 


SUPPLY STOPPED 


The Bermondsey denlers had ob- 
tained their supply from a City 
wholesaler. 

Specimens of the horse-halr were 
sent to the Ministry of Health 
pathological laboratory for  ex- 
amination, 

Meanwhile, the Southwark, Ber- 
mondsey and City of London 
Public Health Departments stopped 
the sale and distributlon of all 
suspected hair. 

Two days later the Ministry of 
Health pathologist reported that 
the hnlr was badly infected with 
the anthrax germ. 


STOCKS DESTROYED

COLONY POPULATION 


More Than Doubled During 
Last Quarter Century 


An Emptre population of nearly 
500,000,000 on the Iatest Myures, re- 
veallng an 80,000,000 Increase since 
the census of 1911, is shown jin oa 
“Statistical Abstract for the British 
“moire,” published by the Bourd of 
Trade, 

Areas in which the populations 
have doubled in that period include 
the Gold Coast, 3,746,000, the 
Leehtannland Protectorate, 265,000 
and Hongkong, — 1,006,000. Those 
which have nearly doubled include 
South Africa, 9,887,000, and British 
Malaya, including the Straits Settle- 
ments, 5,102,000. 


Only Eire, 2,944,000, the Channel 
Islands, 04,800, and Sarawak, 442,000, 
show small declines of population in 
the same period. 


Since 1911 the population of Canada 
has risen from 7,206,000 to 11,120,000; 
that of Australia from 4,445,000 to 
6,866,000, ond to the Intest available 
census of 1931, that of Indin from 
302,995,000 to 336,119,000. 


Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
all show a big drop in the number 
of immigrants in the past ten years, 
but most of the Dominlons showed 
slightly better figures for 1937 over 
those of 1936.

Evidence that the revolver that 
had fired the fatal atigt was inclined 
to jam when being broken open was 
Yon by Sergeant G. J. Perkins, 
Police Armourer, at tho Inquiry at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday 
into the death of Anayat nm, On 
Indian constable, who was acciden- 
tally shot at the No. 8 Police Station 
on November 5.

Dr. Dean Smith, Medical Officer at 
the Queen Maury Hospital sold Kahn 
wos admitted to the hospital at 11.50 
am. on November & with a bullet 
wound -in the abdomen, His -condl- 
tion was bad, and there were signs 
of internal haemorrhage. 

An Immedinte operation was per- 
formed, und three wounds found In 
the nbdominal wall. Six perfora- 
tions were also found in the small 
intestInes. His condition improved 
slightly the following day, but on 
November 7 there were signs of 


peritonitis with intestinal paralysis, (fund. os it did not go through the | recitation. 


He diced at 12.45 am. on November 3. 

A post-mortem was held that day, 
and the cause of death was perfora- 
tion of the Intestines caused by a 
hullet wound, 

In reply to a question by the 
Jury, Dr, Smith sald It was possible 
for one bullet to have caused the 
three wounds, as the man was 
probably crouching at the time the 
shot was fired. 

Cleaning Revolvers 

Evidence was given by Niaz Ali 
Shah, P.C.B. 767, wha snid he hod 
becn in the Poellee Force for one year 
and ten months. 

He and Kahn had received in- 
structions to clean a number of rer 
yvolvers on November 56, und, after 
this had been done, Kahn went to 
fet a revolver belonging to L.S.A. 
74 for cleaning. After taking it 
from Its holster, Kohn tried to un- 
Joad it, but could not. Witness was 
then askeg to try. 

While he was trying to break It 
open, the revolver suddenly fired 
once. He did not know how the gun 
went off. The outside of his little 


| finger was sUghtly hurt by the bullet. 


Kohn suddeniy put his han 
chest and said he was shot. 

He had never cleaned that type 
of revolver before. The revolvers

A> statement taken by Crown 
Sergeant Ali Mohammed from Kahn 
in the hospital was then rend in 
Court.

as part of a general pcuce settlement, 
international agreements should be 
drawn up extending the applidation 
of the mandates to all colonies which 
do not reccive self-yovernment, pro- 
viding cquat economic opportunity 
for nationals of all the signatory 
Powers, and establishing, as a prie 
mary purpose, a colonial policy for 
the welfare and progress of the 
native Inhabitants. 
Mr, MacDonald, in reply, em- 
phosised thé uncertainty created In 
the colonics and mandated territories 
by the demands now being made 
vegarding them, and that uncertainty 
must be removed, 
“For that purpose I have only to 
state a simple fact. I do not believe 
there {Is to-ciay, any section in this 
country which Is disposed to hand 
over to any other country the care 
of any territories or peoples for

tory Power. (Cheers). 
“That view has been expressed 

in every part of the House, and is 
shared by tho Government.” 


NOT EVEN CONSIDER 
COLONIES QUESTION 


“We are not discussing this matter; 
we ore not considering it. It is not 
now an issue on practical politics, 

“If we were ever to come to a dis- 
cussion on this question, certain 
things would have to be bome 
mind, 

““Firsty, that Britain ts not the 
only country which assumed «ddi- 
tional territoria) responsibilities after 
the war, Other countries are ‘also 
involved, and the question will have 
to be examined by all those countries 
together,” 3 

Mr,. MacDonald emphasised = that 
we had responsibilities with regard 
to the people living In mandated 
territories. We could not regard 
them as nicre goods and chattels, to 
be disposed of to others. We muat 
pay attention to their wishes, and 
the wishes of the different scctions of 
the population in those territories, 

He panted out that, as far as the 
British mandated areas were con- 
cerned, there. were not only large in- 
digenous native populations, but jn 
some places there were also Euro- 
pean settlers who hud put their 
wealth in the place, and who had 
Played o great purt in the develope 
ment of the territories. 

“In some places there were im- 
portant Indian communities, and, 
said Mr, MacDonald, “we must re- 
cognise the right of those people to 
express their opinion on ao question 
all-impértant to them. We must ut- 
tach full weight and force to those 
opinions.” 


TREATY RIGUTS 

It would be tmpossible even to 
consider any alteration In the status 
of those territories without giving 
full regard to the spontancous views 
of the Inhabitants. Moreover, those 
people had certaln treaty rights and 
interests which must be fully safe- 
guarded and secured. 

Mr. MacDonald also emphasised 
that it would bo impossible for a 
Government to do anything with 
regard to this matter without the 
House.of Commons having the ful- 
lest opportunity for discussion. 
Indeed, nothing cffcctlve could bo 
done without the positlve approval 
of Parliament, and ag far ms the 
House of Commons was concerned, a 
unanimous expression of view had 
been. mado from every sectlon of the 
House -in this debate. (Cheers.)

tories. 


This description may give a false 
Impression to some of your readers, 
There are no “concentration camps" 
In the New Territories. There are 
some camps provided by the Govern- 
ment and these are entered freely 
and not by compulsion, The Gov- 
ernment provides food for all who are 
in them. Apart from those in the 
camps there are tens of thousands of 
refugees being fed In on organised 
way by. some groups of Chinese 
societies ond by the Emergency 
Refugee Council], which distributes 
supplics to centres in need of them, 

Elsewhere in your paper last night 
there was an appeal to those who 
Wish to help the refugees not to do it 
by indiscriminate « distribution of 
bread and biscults but by working 
through some of the existing societies 
that are providing regular’ meals. 
The needs of the refugees are so reat 
that anything like waste or overs 
lupoing Is greatly to-be deplored. 

Warm clothing and covering are 
frcatly needed for the refugees at the 
Dresent moment. The Emergency 
Refugee Council is very unxious to 
receive gifts of quilts, blankets and 
warm clothes, and also of towels and 
soap, It will.see that these things 
will be distributed among those, who 
are in greatest need of them. Money 
spent In providing them wili be of 
freer {ele to the refugees than if

Firewood, which over 95 per cent, 
of Hongkong’s population’ use as 
thelr principal fuel, has Jumped up 
considerably in price due to pri- 
marily to the war and secondarily 
to a recent ban on its export by the 
Portuguese authorities in Macno, 


Some time ogo the Portuguese 
oMcials, with a view to protecting 
residents from profiteering by the 
firewood merchants because of the 
serious influx of refugees into Macno, 
fixed the price of Imported firewood 
nt $1.25 (Canton silver money) per 
100 entties, or one pleul. The 
Macao authoritles have also pro- 
hibited Mrewood leaving Macao for 
Hongkong and the passaye of junks 
carrying Nrewood to Hongkong. 


The reason for this Iatter decision 
In the higher demand = and better 
prices paid jin Hongkong for this 
commodity, In Hongkong, firewood 
ia now being sold at $2.50 a picul. 
This price shows’a marked differ- 
ence with the price jn Macno, where

Depends on Singapore 


With the supply from. Kwangtung 
stopped Hongicongy now depends al- 
most solely on Singapore and San- 
dakan for flrewood. Unfortunately 
the jmporty from these two cities are 
sald to’ be insuMcient to meet local 
demands, which a dealer placed yes- 
terday at about 300,000 plculs a 
month, It ls sald that firewood can 
be obtained in Singapore at over 100 
eatties.per dollar (Hongkong money) 
and the only difficulty seems ‘to be 
transportation, 

At present there are seven ships 
running between. Hongkong, Singa- 
pore and Sandakan, Each of these 
ships makes nbout one trip between 
the ports each month and on cach 
trip a ship carries about 40,000 piculs 
of firewood. A Chinese dealer said 
yesterday that due to the limited 
cargo space imports, from Singapore 
and Sandakan are not sufficient for 
local consumption.

not know at this moment what the 
oficial attitude will be of many 
other hockey-playing countrics,

It should not be taken for granted 
that the alterations will be approved 
abroad.

As for necessitous foreign Jewish 
children, Switzerlund could on prin- 
ciple, only admit them temporarily, 
and the maximum number must not 
exceed 300. 

The number of political refugees 
in Switzerland was between 10,000 
and 12,000, and thelr transportation 
to other countries was, under exlstlng 
circumstances, very slow.

Mr. Harry Hong Sling sald that on 
July 31, 19393 he guaranteed n loan 
to Pasco, Sometime during that 
month Pasco had usked him for a 
loan of $2,000.

He formerly traded as Brewer and 
Co. and the Eabliities incurred in this 
business ndded to his bankruptcy, | 

‘He first became oa jfirtner in 
“Brewer's In 1020 and subsequently 
purchased the busincss for $20,000. 

In 1927 he assumed the Habilittes 
of the partnership, He was then 
banking with the Chase Bank, which 
granted him certain: banking facili- 
ties far the purchase of large stocks 
of books. 


LOSS ON EXCHANGE 


In 1931 he had occasion to 1x ex~ 
change amounting to £2,500, and as 
a result of that transaction he ‘In- 
curred a loss of about $15,000, , This 
was due to the exchange . going 
against him. He intended to sell 
out at first but the Bank manager 
adviscd him against this, i: 

Asin result of the loss, the Bante 
called in his banking factlithes, and

The second defendant had actually 
made two previous efforts to sell the 
child, and was present when the ne- 
tual transaction was made.

London, Dec, 7. 

An important statement = on 
colonies was made by Mr, Malcolm 
MacDonald in the House of Ccm- 
mons this cvining, replying to the 
debate motion by Mr. ~*Nocl Baker 
that no re-distribution of colonial or 
mandat territory be made without 
the consent of the inhabitants, and 
as part of a peneral peace settlement, 
international agreements should be 
drawn up cxtending the applidation 
cf the mandates to will ealonies which 
do not reecive self-zovernment, pro- 
viding cqual econom:e opportunity 
for nationals of all the = slgnatory 
Powers, and establirhing, as a pri- 
nuiry purpose, a colénial policy for 
the welfare and progress of the 
native inhabitants, 

Mr. MacDonald, [n- reply, em- 
phasised the “uncertainty ercated in 
ho erlonics and mandated territofles 
by the demands now being made 
rigarding them and that uncertainty 
must be removed, 

“For that purpcse I have only to 
state'a simple fact. I do net believe 
there is, to-dny, any section In this 
country which is disposed to hand 
“wer to any ether country the care 
of uny territorics or peoples for 
whsse povernment we are respon- 
s.ble, either as a colonial or manda- 
tory Power. (Cheers). 

“That view has been expressed 
_ {in every part of the House, and fs 
shared by the Gavernment,” 


NOT EVEN CONSIDER 
COLONIES QUESTION 


“We are not discussing this matter; 
we are not considering it. It ls not 
now oan Issue on practical politics. 

“If we were ever to ccme to a dis= 
cussion on this question, certain 
thinks would have to be borne in 
mind. : 

“rirstly, that Britalrl Is not the 
only country which assumed addi- 
t.onal territcrial responsibilitles ‘after 
the war. Other countrics are also 
involved, and the question will have 
to be examined by all those countries 
together.” 

Mr. MacDonald emphasised that 
we had responsibilities with regard 
to the people living in mandated 
territories. We could not regard 
them og mere goods and chattels, to 
be disposed of to others. We must 
pay attention to‘ thelr wishes, and 


the wishes of the different sections of 
the population fn those territories. 

He pointed out that as far as the 
British mandated areas were con- 
cerned, there were not only large in- 
digenous native populations, but in 
some places there were also Euro- 
pean settlers who had put their 
wealth din the place, and who had 
}played a great part in the develop- 
ment of the territories. : 

“In some places there were im- 
portant Indian communities, - ind, 
said Mr, MacDonald, “we must re- 
cognise the right of those people to 
express their opinion on a question 
all-lmportant to them, We must at- 
ach full weight and force to those 
opinions.” 


TREATY RIGHTS 


It would be impossible cven to 
consider any alteration in the status 
of those territories without giving 
full regard to the spontancous views 
of the inhabitants, Moreover, those 
people had certain treaty rights and 
interests which must be fully safe- 
suarded and secured. 

Mr. MacDonald also emphasised 
that it would be impossible for 4

regard to thls matter without the 
House of Commons having the ful- 
'Irst opportunity for discussion.

Slde the colonial empire. In some 
countries like Ceylon, the galning of 
frecdom had already, gone very far, 
In others it was necessarily u much 
slower process. It might take 
“enerations, even centuries, for some 
af the peoples in some parts of the 
colonint empire to reach complete 
self-government, but it was the major 
part of our policy cven among the 
most backward peoples in Africa to 
tench and encourage them always to 
be able to stand a little more on their 
own fect. . P 

Our love of freedom, not only for 
ourselves, but others, had = inspired 
the policy right through the colonlal 
empire, and he believed | the best 
assurance thase people could have 
that that spirit would be to continue 
to guide their affalrs, was that they 
should continue their association yith 
the Britlsh Empire.—Reuter.

> An Empire population of nearly 
500,000,000 on the latest figures, re- 
vealing an 80,000,000 Increase since 
the census of 111, is shown in a 
“Statistical Abstract for the British 
Empire,” published by the Board of 
Trade, ’ 

Areas in which the populations 
have doubled in that period include 
the Gold Const, 3,746,000, the 
Bechuanaland Protecjorate, 265,000 
and Hongkong, — 1,006,000. Those 
which have nearly doubled Include 
South Africa, 9,887,000, and British 
Malaya, including the Stralts Settle- 
ments, 5,102,000, 


Only Eire, 2,944,000, the Channel 
Islands, 94,800, and Sarawak, 442,000, 
show small declines of population in 
the same period. ‘ 


Since 1911 the population of Canada 
has risen from 7,206,000 to 11,120,000; 
that of Australia from 4,445,000 to 
6,866,000, und to the latest nvailable 
census of 1931, that of India from 
302,095,000 to 336,110,000, 


Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
all show a big drop in the number
